CALL A HALT 


IN THE EXPULSION OF DEMOCRATS. 


fhe Criticism of the McKinley Bill Con- 
tinues—The Probability That It Will 
Never be Pushed to a Vote. 

WasHtNGToN, March 25.—[Special.]—The 
gepublicans of the house elections committee, 
fp a sudden burst of virtue today, decided to 
confirmthe title of two democratic sitting 
members, Whose seats were contested. They 
were the cases of Posey versus Parrott in the 
fourth Indiana, and Bowen versus Buchanan 
§n the ninth Virginia. 

In the Indiana case, on the face of the re- 
furns, Judge Parrott had 14 majority. The 
case of the contestant was based upon the 
claim that thirty votes cast by students at 
@ Jesuit college should be thrown ont. It is 
always a dangerous thing to mix religion with 
politics, and the republicans did not care to be 
visited with the wrath of the order founded 
by Ignatius Loyola, and they therefore did 
pot sustain the c!aim. 

In the Bowen-Buachanan case, the claim 
toat the negroes had been bulldozed out of 
their yotes Gould not stand, because the popu- 
Jation of the district is composed almost en- 
tire!y of whites, and consequently the repub- 
licans, with reluctance, were obliged to report 
in favor of the democrat. 

THE SPASM WILL PASS OFF. 

It is expected that the spasm of virtue which 
overtook the republican members today will 
pass off by Friday, when they will decide to 
unseat George D. Wise, of the Richmond, Va., 
district, and Turpin in the fourth Alabama. 
Wise is the man who had the duel with the late 
ex-Senator Riddleburger some years ago, and 
later gained a great deal of notoriety from a 
spoeeh he delivered on the floor of the house 
wlien the subject of ‘‘rebel brigadiers’’ was 
provoking @ very rancorous debate. General 
Mahone, “the hero of the crater,’’ had the 
casting vote in the senate at that time, voting 
with the republicans. Wise drew a vivid pic- 
ture of the ‘‘southern brigadier’’ in the senate 
wing of the capitol, cracking his 
whip over the republican senators like 
an old-time  slave-driver, while their 
confreres in the house were denouncing 
“rebel brigadiers.’”’ The shot went home. It 
may still be rankling in the bosoms of some of 
the bloody shirt wavers in the north, and may 
furnish the true reason why he is to be ousted 
from the seat to which he was legally elected. 

THE M’KINLEY BILL. 

Maior McKinbley’s tariff bill is still in the 
rcrucible—not seven, but seventy-seven times 
heated. Protesting telegrams continue to pour 
in, followed by perspiring delegations de- 
manding arehearing. Today the sugar re- 
finers from New York, Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton swooped down on the committee with fire | 
in. their eyes, insisting that their business 
would go to the wall if a cut of more than 
twenty-five percent was made. The carpet 
manufacturers from New England were 
also before the committee in force, crying 
out vehemently against the woolen schedule, 
and soon after the three Buckeye shepherds, 
Delano, Harpster and Lawrence, appeared on 
the scene to bolster up the weakening knees of 
the committee on this subject. The commit- 
tee has also listened to arguments for placing 
raw hides on the free list again, and it isan 
open question whether this will not be done. 


In. fact, the bill. which was ‘“‘completed”’ 
last week, is now being’ re-cast’ in 
almost every distinctive schedule. It is 


the prevailing impression here that had not 
the blunder which inadvertently gave the bill 
to the public occurred, Major McKin‘ey would 
have been the most roundly cursed man in the 
republican party. As it is, the premature 
publication has given him and his associates 
the opportunity to correct glaring mistakes, 


pulse on tentative propositions and smooth the 
way forits ultimate reception.

_ WASHINGTON, March 25.—Among the bills 
introduced and referred was one by Mr. Mor- 
rill to establish an educational fund frou the 
proceeds of public lands, aud one by Mr. Far- 
well to give a pension of $2,000 a year to the 
widow of General Crook.

The question was then taken on Mr. Kea- 
gan’s amendment, adding to the bill his anti- 
trust bill as sectians 3,4 and 5, and it was 
agreed to—yeas 54, nays 12. 

Mr. Sherman moved to amend the first sec- 
tion by adding to it the following proviso, 
which had been snggested by Mr. George: 

Provided that this act shail not be coustrued to 
apply to any arrangement, agreement or combina- 
tion between laborers, made with the view to less- 
ening the hours of their labor or increasing their 
wages, horto any arrangement, agreement, asso- 
ciation cr combination among persons engaged 
in horticulture or agriculture made with the view 
of enhancing the price of their own agricultural 
or horticultural products.

The amendinent was agreed to. 

Mr. Hoar moved to strike out of the first 
section the words ‘‘of the different states, or 
between two or more citizens or corporations, 
or both, of the United States and foreign states, 
or citizens or corporations thereef,’’ and it was 
agreed to. 

THE “FUTURES”? AMENDMENT. 

The question was then taken on Mr. Ingalls’s 
amendment (aiming at dealings in ‘‘futures’’ 
and ‘‘options’’) and it was agreed to without 
division. 

Mr. Stewart moved to insert in the first 
section the words ‘‘or of the value of money by 
which such cost may be advanced orgeduced.”’ 

Mr. Hoar moved to amend the amendment 
by inserting after the word ‘‘money’’ the 
words -‘‘or of gold or silver.”’ 

Pending action on these amendments, the 
senate, at 6:10, adjourned until tomorrow, Mr. 
Sherman giving notice that he would ask a 
voté on the passage of the bill after morning 
business tomorrow. 


AGAINST TRAVEL TO CANADA. 


Crimes for Which the Perpetrators Can Be 
Brought Back. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The convention 
supplementary to the tenth article of the 
treaty of 1842, between Great Britain and the 
United States, concluded at Washington, July 
12, 1889, and ratifications exchanged at Lon- 
don, March 11, 1890, was proclaimed today. By 
the.terms.of the supplementary convention, 
the provisions of the tenth article of the origi- 
nal treaty are made applicable to the follow- 
ing additional crimes: 

1. Manslaughter, when voluntary. 

2. Counterteiting or altering money, uttering or 
bringing into circulatation counterfeit or altered 
money. 

3. Embezzlement, larceny, receiving any money, 
valuable security, or other property, knowing the 
same to have been embezzled, stolen or fraudu- 
lently obtained. 

4. Fraud by bailey, banker, agent, factor, trus- 
tee or director, or member or officer of any com- 
pany made criminal by the laws of both coun- 
tries. 

5. Perjury, or subornation of perjury. 

6. Rape, abduction, child stealing, kidnapping. 

7. Burglary, house-breaking or ines breaking 

8, Viracy by the law of nations. 

9. Revolt, or conspiracy. to revolt by two or more 
persons on board ship on the high seas, against 
the authority of the master; wrongfully sinking or 
destroying a vessel at sea, or attempting to do so; 
assaults on board ship on the high seas, with in- 
tent to do grevious bodily harm. 

10. Crimes and offenses against the laws of both 
countries for the suppression of slavery and slave 
trading. 

Extradition is also to take place for partici- 
pation in any of the crimes mentioned in this 
convention, or in the aforesaid tenth article, 
provided such participations be punishable by 
the laws of both countries. Political offenses 
are expressly excluded from the operations of 
the treaty, and itis stipulated that people ex- 
tradited upon one charge shall not be held to. 
account forany other previously committed 
until they shall have had an opportunity to 
return to the country whence extradited. 
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WILL RETAIN THEIR SEATS. 


The Elections Committee Change Their Pro- 
gramme. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The house com- 
mittee on elections today disposed of two con- 
tested election cases,—namely, Posey vs. 
Paret, first Indiana district, and Bowen vs. 
Bachanan, ninth Virginia district. In both of 
these cases the committee will recommend that 
the sitting member be allowed to retain the 
seat, so that in the seven election cases passed 
upon by it up tothe present time the commit- 
tee has favored four republicans and three 
democrats. Probably before the end of the 
week decisions will be reached in the Ala- 
bama case of McDuffie vs. Turpin, and the 
Virginia case of Waddel vs. Wise. In the 
West Virginia case of McGinnis vs. Alderson, 
it was believed that the contest had been 
abandoned, but McGinnis, who was given un- 
til January 10th to file supplementary briefs, 
has just put in his papers, and they have been 
received by the committee, so that the case 
will come up for further argument April 4th. 


The Sugar KRefiners Grumble. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Having once re- 
opened the subject of duties on sugar, the re- 
publican members of the ways and means 
committee find it a hard matter toadjust them 
satisfactorily. Today the refiners were here 
in’ force. Thete were a number 
from New York and Boston, and 
Knight & Frasier were here from Philadelphia. 
They made a strenuous protest against the 
action of the committee in cutting so heavily 
into the existing rates, and maintained thata 
twenty-five per cent cut was all that the re- 
fining industry could stand. On _ the other 
hand, about a dozen members of congress 
from the west insisted that the duties must be 
still further reduced.

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THE WORLD'S FAIR WILL BE HELD 
IN 189093. 


PASSAGE OF THE BILL IN THE HOUSE. 


The Ten Million Dollar Guarantee Amend- ; 
ment Defeated—-Women to Have & 
Showing on the Committees, 


_ 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Immediately after 
the approval of the journal, Mr. Chandler, of 
Massachusetts, called up for consideration the 
world’s fair bill. The bill having been read 
in extenso, Mr. Chandler, on behalf of the 
committee, offered an amendment providing 
that the commission shall appoint a board of 
lady managers, of such number and to per 
form such duties as may be prescribed by the 
commission, and the board may appoint one or 
more members of all committees authorized to 
award prizes for exhibits which may be pto 
duced, in whole orin part, by female labor. 
Adopted. 

Also an amendment providing that one of 
the embers of the board created, be charged 
with the selection of the government exhibit, 
Shall be chosen by the fish commission. 
Adopted. 

COMPLIMENTARY TO CHICAGO. 

Mr. Candler, in opening the debate, ex- 
pressed the satisfaction which he feltin being 
able to state that Chicago, which had been s8e- 
lected by the house as a site, had proven itself 
before the committee equal to all that had 
been expected of it. The committee had 
found that Chieago not only comprehended 
the importance and magnitude of the enter 
prise, but had entered intoit with a deter- 
mined spirit, which had impressed upon the 
committee the conviction that it would be suc- 
cessful in its undertaking. He believed that 
the bill was perfectly constitutional, and he 
advocated it upon its merits, because he be- 
he believed that its purpose was wise and pa- 
triotic. 

Mr. Chandler offered an amendment, on his 
individual motion, to be considered as pend- 
ing, providing for the dedication of the build- 
ings of the world’s fair with appropriate cere- 
monies October 12, 1892; and further providing 
that the exposition shall be open to visitors 
not later than May 1, 1893, and _ close not later 
than October 30, 1893. He said that this post- 
ponement was not asked by Chicago, but he 
thought that it would inure to the benefit of 
the exhibitors who were to take part in the ex- 
position. 

A MOTION TO RECOMMIT THE BILL. 

Mr. Gelden, of New York, criticised the 
financial plan of the Chicago people, and gave 
notice that he would, at the proper time, move 
to recommit the bill, with instructions to the 
select committee to report it back when a 
guarantee of $10,000,000 shall be secured by 
the citizens of Chicago, the sufficiency and 
legality of which shall be satisfactory to said 
committee. 

Mr. Candler’s amendment postponing the 
time for holding the fair until 1893, was adopt- 
ed without division. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, opposed the holding 
of the world’s fair. Ifthis bill were passed, the 
policy would besetted that when ever a portion 
of the] country -proposed to hold an inter- 
national exposition, it might come to congress 
and count upon its indorsement. 

On motion, of Mr. Carlisle, an amendment 
was adopted, providing that the goverment 
buildings shail be built of such mwterial AS Geer - 
betaken ont and sold after the exposition, 
preference in sale being given to Chicago or 
the world’s expositson. 

Mesrss. O’Neill, of Pennsylvania; Cum- 
mings and Spinola, and Farquhar, of New 
York; Frank and Hatch, of Missouri, ex- 
pressed themselves satisfied with the bill, and 
appealed for fair play for Chicago, and held 
that there Was nothing left for congress to do, 
but to extend to Chicago every legimate facil- 
ity for making the fair what it should be—a 
great national success. 

Mr. Flower, of New York, held the same 
views as Mr. Belden in regard to Chicago’s 
financial scheme, and said he would vote to 
recommit the bill. 

Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi; McAdoo, of 
New Jersey, and Mansur, of Missonri, who 
had respectively favored Washington, New 
York and St. Louis, expressed their earnest 
hope for success in Chicago. 

Mr. Belden made his motion to recommit 
with instructions, but it was defeated without 
division. 


THE BILL PASSED. 

The bill was then passed—year 202, nays 49. 

The negative votes were cast by those mem- 
bers who have been from the first opposed to 
the holding of any world’s fair. 

After a little by-play, which involved a call 
of the house, the roll call on adjournment and 
roll call on going into committee of the whole 
for consideration of the Wyoming commission 
bill, which consumed two hours of time, and 
which was productive of no good result, the 
house, at 5:40.0’clock, adjourned.

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THE HIGH WATERS. 


River at Cincinnati Over Fifty-Nine 


Feet. 

CINCINNATI, March 25.—At 5 o’clock this 
afternoon the river stopped rising and was 
fifty-nine feet and oneinch. So it continued 
until 7 o’clock, and from that time until 11 
o’clock tonight it rose one inch, and at the 
present writing stands fifty-nine feet two 
inches. The sky here is clear, the stars are 
shining brightly and the weather is rather 
warm. 

There is no indication of rain. The flood is 
causing more inconvenience to people on the 
Kentucky side than onthe Qhio side of the 
river. In Newport many persons driven from 
their dwellings are taking shelter in public 
buildings. If the weather holds good, it will 
soon change rapidly for the better. The 
rivers above are all falling rapidly tonight.

Such cordial and disinterested 
assurances are as rare as they are personally - rat- 
ifying to me, and I have a fixed — to dem- 
oustrate my appreciation at the first ag pod 
presented.

AN EXCITING ELECTION TODAY. 


The Partisans Heated Up to the Fighting

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 25. al.jT 
The election to determine whether or not the 
city shall issue $500,000 street improvement 
bonds occurs tomorrow. Meetings were held 
tonight in every ward inthe city, by both 
friends and opponents of thebonds. The elec- 
tion will be one of the most exciting ever held 
here, as the nogroes and a few politicians are 
solid against bonds, and it is thonght they will 
defeat it. The first sign of conflict was seen 
tonight, when Jack Springfield, republican 
candidate for sheriff, and Aldermon “Buck” 
Martin, made an assault upon W. K. Burton, 
vice-president of§the East Chattanooga Land 
company. Springfield had been accus 
ing a negro of accepting boodle to work for 
bonds, and Mr. D. Burton denounced it as an 
infamous lie. He was struck several blows by 
Springfield and Martin, and allthe parties 
were arrested.

A Disastrous Prairie Fire in Missouri--Ten 
Farmers Lose Heavily. 

Kansas Crtry, Mo., March 25.—A Times 
Wichita special says, two sons of W. T. Web- 
ster, while playing yesterday morning on their 
father’s farm, near this city, started a disas- 
trous prairie fire. The wind was blowing a 
gale, and the fire spread with great rapidity 
towards the northwest, and at the latest re 
ports had burned over fifty quarter sections of 
land. The houses, barns col outhouses of ten 
farmers were destroyed, anda great quantity 
of grain and hay consumed. So far as can be 
learned, the loss among live stock was not 
severe. The fire has now about burned itself 
out, but it is feared that the high wind which 
still prevails may fan some of the dying 
embers into a blaze. Loss, $150,000 to $200,000.

HE MADE IT PAY, 


BUP AT LAST THE GRAND JURY 
FOUND 1T OUT 


AND THE SHERIFF IS DISGRACED. 


The Investigation of the Methods of the 
Sheriff of New York—How Commis- 


sions Were Divided. 


New York, March 25.—The grand jury 
came into the court of general sessions today 
and handed a long presentinent to Judge Fitz- 
gerald, in which the sheriff’s office is charac- 
terized as a disgrace to the city and a shame to 
civilization. When he handed in the present- 
ment, the foreman of the jury said the inquiry 
had failed to reveal a single redeeming ele- 
ment in the management of the office. It was 
a black record of violated law, tardy justice, 
forced settlements, corruption and bribery. It 
was how ho longer a question of what ought to 
be done to remedy the existing evils, but what 
must be done at once and without delay. . The 
foreman asked that copies of the presentment 
be sent to the governor and state legislature. 

DIVIDING THE SWAG. 

Following are extracts: 

From the present method of sheriff’s sales prin- 
cipally censurable, the division of commissions, 
while not technically a violation of law, is a per- 
version of the proper administration of the 
sheriff's trust. During the three years, ending 
January 1, 1889, one firm of auctioneers had con- 
ducted the sheriff's sales, from which there was 
realized $1,357,505. Of this sum $43,937 was 
equally divided between the sheriff and auc- 
tioneer,as commissions. The sheriff had also— 
under no right of law—charged large sums as extra 


compensation for services in executing 
processes. In the year 1889, the sheriff's 
profits were fully $5,000. How much 
more he _ received for extra compensation 


cannot be learned. His accounts have been so’ 
loosely kept that no satisfactory information can 
be obtained from them. For over twenty years 
the affairs of the sherifi’s office have been ad- 
ministered with an entire disregard of the obliga- 
tions imposed by law on the sheriff. So far as 
can be learned no record has been kept of the 
sheriff's acts, of the manner of executing pro- 
cesses, nor of the amount of legal fees received 
by him. 
THE DEPUTIES DEPENDED ON BRIBES. 

Deputy sheriffs and subordinates have been ap- 
pointed without regard to their qualifications. 
One of the most startling and scandalous facts, 80 
far elicited, is that during the whole period over 
which the investigation extends, deputy sheriffs 
have been appointed upon the understanding they 
were to receive no regular fixed remuneration for 
services; that the fees provided for by law for 
their official services should be paid to the sheriff ; 
and in addition they have been required to employ 
clerks and pay their salaries, and to expend other 
sums of money for various purposes as a condition 
of their employment and retention. Abuses 
of the most flagrant character have 
been practiced in the order of arrest 
department. That department is in the 
hands of one person, and entirely in ‘his control. 
By reason of juggling, in a way, this one man re- 
ceives collections, and he can establish his inno- 
eence of any positive knowledge of its tainted 
source. The spectacle of this individual and others 
clearly implicated inthis or other character of 
pecuniary corruption, shielding themselves behind 
the cloak of honesty, and quietly pocketing a por- 
tion of the proceeds of thetr ill-gotten gains,is one 
of the most disgraceful and contempible things in 
the range of this investigation. 
The results of these abuses have been that 
- tag sheriffs and other attaches of the sheriff’s 

ce have accepted bribes and demanded 
ratuties, as a matter of course.

Theemployment of honest men in the 
department is practically out of the question. 
The sheriff and deputies have escaped criminal 
liability by making “extra compensation” come 
forth as gratuity. (Guilty parties have benefited 
by the unsystematic method practiced in its 
affairs. ‘The sheriff’s office is now, and for a long 
time back has been tainted with corruption. The 
office has been brought into public scandal and 
infamy for the purpose of gaining advantage. The 


| management of the office has been,and is now, 


so slovenly and wholly indecent that no confidence 
whatever attaches to its acts. 
it concludes by saying that pnblic policy, 
the administration of justice, and the rights 
of litigants demand prompt action and legisla- 
tion that can effect speedy relief.

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THE BOODLE BRIGADE 


WHICH HAS CHARGE OF REPUB- 
LICAN AFFAIRS IN GEORGIA. 


Whe Barier in Offices Exposed by Mr. Mur- 
ray, Who Tells How the Business Is 
Conducted—The Prices Paid. 


Atnens, Ga., March 25.—[{Special.]—The 
Banner of this morning has the followlng arti- 
tle: A glaring scandal is now afoot in the re- 
publican camps of Georgia. Mr. I. ve Murray, 
the deputy collector of internal revenue for this 
district, who has received his resignation papers 
from Collector Johnson, unearths the long un- 
punished abuses of that party, and shows up 
Buck, Pledger, Matt Davis and the whole 
gang in bribery and blackmail of the worst 
type. 

TURNS STATE’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Murray bought his own office from these 
political tricksters, and having become dis- 
gusted with the policy of the gang, he turns 
‘gtate’s evidence, so to speak, and lifts the cov- 
pring from each leader of the gang, regardless 
of his rank or station. Mr. Murray stated, 
when interviewed about the cause of his re- 
signing his position: 

‘“‘You can state that I have bought Madison 
Davis, that I have bought Bill Pledger, and I 
even bought A. E. Buck himself. In fact, 
when I applied for the position of deputy col- 
Jector in this division, which office I have re- 
signed,and my resignation has been accepted, I 
found that to seceure it, I would have to buy 
up every prominent republican with whom I 
came in contact—you know that I was a demo- 
crat, while several republicans and indepen- 
Gents were applicants for the same place.

“Tom Riddling, did you not say to me when 
we were both applying for the office of deputy 
collector, that you had bought Matt Davis to 
work for you, paying him $30 for his services, 
but because I had more money, I could outbid

Mr. Riddling replied that he did not want to 
be mixed up in this controversy; that he be- 
lieved Matt Davis to be friendly to him, and 
did not wish to say anything that might injure

HOLD AN INTERESTING MEETING IN 
MACON. 


The Prospects of the Crop Fully Discussed— 
The Question of Freights—The Con- 
dition of the Crop. 


Macon, Ga., March 25.—[Special.}—The 
meeting of the fruit and melon growers of 
Georgia was held in the board of trade rooms 
this morning at 10 o’clock. Colonel R. A. 
Nesbitt was made chairman and Mr. T. O, 
Skellie secretary. Every seat in the hall was 
occupied, and the meeting was a very enthu- 
siasticone. Among the melon men present 
were J. L. Hand, Pelham; J. R. For- 
réster, Albany; G. M. Feagin, Wellston; 
J. M. Frederick, Wellston; W. P. Frede- 
rick, Wellston; J. M. Willis, Walden; W. 
E. Warren, Powersville; H. M. Fea- 
gan, Rutland; T. Skelton Jones, Cap- 
tain R.E. Park,David Milner, J.B.Amason, J. 
M. Fargo, C. B. Willburn, D. H. Lowe, Louis 
Beddingfield, E. D. Long, Macon, and O. M. 
Houser, of Fort Valley. Among the commis- 
sion men present were T. C. Boyless, Chicago; 
E. A. Morris, Cincinnati; Edward Roberts, 
Philadelphia, and F. M. Roberts, Buffalo. 

RAILROAD MEN PRESENT. 

The railroad representatives were 8. R. 
Jeter, of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia; George P. Howard, of the Atlanta 
and Florida; J. H. Sams, of the Louisville 
and Nashville; L. R. Van Diviere, of the Kan- 
sas city and Birmingham. Messrs Hand and 
Forrester are delegates to the meeting from 
the melon growers’ association of this section. 
They were asked by the chairman to address 
the meeting, which they did. 

They fully set forth the condition of the in- 
dustry in southern and southwest Georgia, and 
recited numerous facts in connection with the 
raising of melons that was of immense inter- 
est to the growers present. They said they 
were decidedly of the opinion that organiza- 
tion was necessary, and was the only thing 
that would bring about the desired 
results in the melon business. 
They thought at the meeting of their 
association in May the melon growers of their 
section would unite with the proposed fruit 
exchange, and they fully appreciated the ad- 
vantages to be derived. They thought the 
melon growers of Georgia should doas the 
orange growers of Florida have done; compel 
the buyers to come tothe fields to get their 
supply. A much better result, they said, 
would be realized, and the money paid 
to so many middle men _ would be 
saved. Fully seventy-five per cent 
of. Florida’s orange crop, they were informed, 
had been sold in the groves this season and 
the returns are far ahead of anything known. 
These orange growers have formed an organ- 
ization and the buyers are forced to succumb 
to the will of the growers or do without the 
fruit. When sales cannot be made at the 
groves the fruit is shipped to the agents of the 
organization at Jacksonville, New York 
or Chicago, and then distributed 
where there was the most demand 
and where the market was strongest, thus do- 
ing away entirely with over-stocked markets, 
no gluts occuring during the entire season. 
They did not see why this could not be done 
by the melon-growers. They thought melons 
could be sold on the track easily, or if not 
they could be shipped to this place, or to the 
northern agents of the exchange, and disposed 

as is the orange crop. They re- 
instances where melons were: sold 

the track by growers last season, 
netting an average of $125 per car, whereas 
numerous parties had consigned to northern 
commission men, and not only lost the melons, 
but the freight as well. They thought this 
season’s crop would be fully twenty-five per 
cent greater than last season, and it was very 
necessary that steps should be taken towards a 
continued effort to dispose of it to a better ad- 


rantage than has been done heretofore, 
. nm ge cnould be dfs- 


criminately distributed throughout the coun- 
try and a _ possibility of glutted markets 
avoided. 

A COMMISSION MAN HEARD FROM. 

Mr. Boyless, a member of a large Cincinnati 
commission firm, was heartily in accord with 
the growers’ idea of organization, and thought 
a combined action was essential to preventing 

luts. Heexplained his house’s methods of 

isposing of their shipments, but 
sai it was impossible to keep 
some markets from being Jj-overstocked 
unless the growers would systematize the 
placing of their product. He showed figures 
where growers made shipments on their own 
responsibility, in which as low as four dollars 
per car were realized for the fruit. He thought 
the growers, through their.exchange, could, 
by placing their melons with responsible 
agents at Cincinnati and other markets, send 
the fruit where it was most needed and where 
the market was strongest, and 
thus secure better prices. He said that nine 
thousand cars of melons were shipped from 
Georgia and Florida last year, which was an 
average of about one hundred and fifty cars 
perday. This, he thought, could not possibly 
supply the demand if ees distributed. 
The organization proposed, he thought, would 
bring this about. He also spoke 
of the trouble heretofore arising with 
irresponsible commission men. He stated 
that he had seen fruit gowing to parties who 
he knew would makeno returns and who 
were carrying on asystem of thieving. The 
growers, he said, could not hope to be honestly 
dealth with by these men, but as they were 
totally unadvised, it was very natural that 
they should fall into the trap. 
He thought that the prevention of gluts 
could be best brought about by organization 
and all risk as to returns would thus be done 
away with. 

Mr. Sams, of the Louisville and Nashville 
road, stated to the growers that his road had 
added a large number of new ventilated cars, 
making now in all about three thousands and 
that they were even better prepared this sea- 
son than last, to handle the crop with safety 
and dispatch. The rates, he said, north of 
the Ohio river, and west of the Mis- 
sissippi were entirely too high, and thought 
the matter should and could be remedied. 
These roads, he said, were at comparatively no 
trouble in handling the fruit, as the initial 
road was put wholly to the expense of loading, 
billing, delivering and adjusting claims, leay 
ing the other lines with nothing to do bift 
couple on the cars and leave them at their des- 
tination. These roads, he said, were charg- 
ing double the rate of freight asked 
by southern roads, and he didn’t think the 
rates were consistent. He said his road was 
ready to assist the oo in any way they 
could in bringing about a change, and thought 
the matter should receive the attention of 
the growers at once. 

- HANDLING THE CROP. 

Mr. Jeter, of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia, stated that his road was 
also better able to handle the fruit, 
and promised the growers all the dispatch 
that could ibly be desired. Headded that 
his road had made rates to all points witha 
ea meg of 5,000, and these rates would soon 

given out to the growers. The remarks of 
these gentlemen were fully appreciated by the 
meeting, and the matter ot lower rates in the 
section mentioned by Mr. Sams, was’ fully dis- 
cussed. was also desirous that 
rates could: be secured to towns of 5,000 
inhabitants, and Mr. Jeter’s information in re- 
gard to the action of his road was highly ap- 
preciated. The meeting adjourned at 2 
o’clock and met again at 4, ca discussion 
was again taken up. The meeting was more 
in the order ofa mass meeting, and no defirtite 
action was taken. The melongrowers think 
they have been greatly benefited by coming 
together, and steps will be taken in a short 
time to carry out the ideas advanced today.

The Great Corn Crop. 


The American Agriculturist prize crop was 
a true wonder, and raised by Z. J. Drake, of 
Marlboro ~—. South Carolina. It is really 
atriumph of fertilizers, for the land was 
natural y poor as to be called “Starvation 
Empire.”’ In 1885, planted in corn, the acre 

ielded practically nothing, and, in 1887, five 
Guctiats to the acre. The next yearit was sup- 
plied with twenty-five loads of stable manure, 
seventy-five bushels cotton seed, 500 pounds 
guano, 250 pounds cotton seed meal, and 250 
pounds kainit, a manure containing much 
potash. The acre was planted in cotton, and 
produced 917 pounds. 

It was then prepared for the corn crop, by 
giving fifty loads of manure, five hundred 
pounds of guano, cotton seed meal and kanit, 
and besides all this, about six hundred bushels 
of cotton seed were strown in the deep furrows 
when it was ploughed. 

The variety was Southern dent corn, planted 
March 24, in drills, finally allowing a stalk to 
stand about every six inches, and these rows 
were two of them three feet apart, and the 
next six feet apart, and so alternating. 

While the crop was being hoed and culti- 
vated 200 pounds each of guano, kainit, cotton- 
seed meal, acid eager may and animal bone 
was applied in the wide, six feet spaces, and 
300 pounds nitrate of soda in the narrow rows, 
and later on more guano and nitrate of 
were applied and cultivated in. 

The amount of fertilizers applied was per] 
as astonishing, and the cost alone was

The growth of the corn was so wonderful that 
a fence had to be built on each side of 
the rows to keep it from falling down. 

At the harvest it was f there were 17,- 
407 ds ofcorn in the ear, of which all 
but 140 pounds was good, hard corn. Half a 
dozen men each selected 100 pounds of ears, 
and the total crop was within 7 pounds of 255 
bushels of shelled corn.

A COLORED GIRL WHO CANNOT BE 
AROUSED. 


The Doctors Think She Will Never Wake Up. 
What Caused the Insensibility—The 
Doctors Talk. 


Janey Potts, a young colored girl living at 
B38 Martin street, has been asleep since Sun- 
day morning, and no efforts can arouse her. 

The case is a remarkable one, and if the girl 
lives the medical men will find it difficult to 
explain her long sleep. 

Two weeks ago the girl was obliged to leave 
the Mitchell street school, because of the 
gneasies. She is only fourteen years old, and 
githough she was obliged to stay in the house 
gor several days. She suffered little and was 
goon able to be about again. 

hast Friday morning she got wet and said 
ghe felt badly. As the day advanced she com- 
plained of great pain, which inereased until it 
was found necessary to send for a doctor. 

Dr. Duncan, of Frasier street, called at the 
hhouse and after examining the patient he wrote 
a prescription and went away, 
leaving word that if the _— girl 
ghould get worse he should be notified. 

Saturday morning the preseription was made 
mp at Gregory’s drug store, and as the child 
continued to suffer intense pain, she was given 
several doses of the medicine. Toward even- 
ing she said she felt somewhat better, and at 
daylight Sunday morning she sank into a pro- 
found sleep. 

Her parents thought that the trouble was 
over, and, in order not to disturb her, they 
gnoved about the house all day Sunday as 
poislessly as possible. 

Night came, and still the girl continued to 
gslecp. A few slight efforts were made to rouse 
her, in order to give her some nourishment, 
but overy effort failed, and her family let her 
sleep on until Monday morning. 

, As there was still no ehange, they became 
alarmed and sent for Dr. Maury, of Browns- 
ville. As soon as he examined the girl he con- 
sidered there was something radically wrong, 


and went to work to rouse her. Rubbing 
was resorted to, and then the patient 
was rolled about on the bed, but 


her heavy breathing was the only sign of life 
she wave. 

Dr. Maury wasat the house several times 
Monday, and he took away Dr. Duncan’s pre- 
scription, saying he wished to examine the 
medicine. 

Yesterday he was at the house three times, 
and tried every possible means to rouse the 
girl, but all his efforts were useless. Late last 
night the girl was a pitiable object. She was 
propped up in bed by a quantity of pillows; 
her head had fallen back, and through her 
purple lips the breath came in quick-labored 
KIAsps. 

The friends about her said that when she 
went to sleep her face was round and full. 
Last night the cheeks were hollow and sunken, 
and there were deep marks about the upper 
part of her face. Her eyes were open, but she 
peemed to see nothing. One of her family 
sxid that during the day one of her eyes had 
changed, and looked, from its color, as though 
she had become quite blind. 

Had it not been for the movement of the 


chest and the quick breathing which sometimes - 


changed into a long gasp the girl would have 
appeared dead. 

Dr. Maury said at his last visit that he 
thought she might never wake up. He re- 
fused to talk about the case, but said that if 
the girl got well he would tell all he knew, or 
if she died the inquest would make the whole 
matter publie. 

Dr. Duncan Talks. 

Dr. Duncan when questioned said he re- 
menibered visiting the girl last Friday. 

‘‘T remember,’”’ he said, “‘that I thought her 
very sick, and gave her a prescription for some 
cough medicine.”’ . 

‘Was there any opiate in it? 

‘Not particularly that [ remember, I gave 
orders that I should be notified if the girl got 
worse, andasI have never heard anything 
more about the matter I supposed she was 
bétter.”’ 

The parents of the girl are much excited, 
and claim that her long sleep has been pro- 
duced by the medicine which she took.

A Well-Known Atlanta Boy Dies at His Fa- 
ther’s Home Yesterday. 

Brack Fuller is dead. And intelligence of 
his death will carry sadness to the hearts of 
many Atlantians.

Charles Holder, the man whose reason for 
refusing to serve on a superior court jury 
created a little sensation in Judge Clarke's 
courtroom, was explaining the principles of 
his faith. 

“Tam not opposed to the theater in itself:

of liquor in itslf. The object, the motive back 
of them—that is what must be considered. I 
neither smoke nor drink, because I can’t 
do it to the glory of God.

Holder was born in New York city just about 
forty years ago. He drifted to the far west, 
and when twenty-three years of age was in 
Porland, Ore., conducting a highly successful 
fruit business. He felt called upon to enter 
the ministry and left. Portland for Andover, 
Mass., where he went with the intention of 
studying for the Presbyterian ministry. 

‘“‘After I graduated,’”’ he said, “I went to 
New York, and inquired at 15 Bible house for 
a friend. An old man who sat there told me 
that he was in Rome, Ga., preaching. 

‘**Preaching,’ I answered, ‘Why, has he 
been ordained ?’ 

‘The old man then reproved me for think- 
ing thatit required ordination. I had been 
studying the scriptures closely, of couse, while 
in the seminary at Andover, and I learned 
that it was not right to preach for a salary. 
Though the laborer is worthy of his hire, the 
hire must come from the Master who sends 
him into the vineyard.”’ 

‘Then your views of the scripture—’’ 

‘*The scriptures are to be taken verbatim.” 

THE PRINCIPLES OF FAITH. 

Then he continued to expound the princi- 

ples of his faith. 


“There are two dispensations inthe scrir 
tures, ne suid, “tne Old and the few, vie 


one the dispensation of the law, the other the 
dispensation of grace. The word of God 
teaches that law is binding on a man as long 
as he lives. The same word teaches that 
grace delivers him from this bondage and he 
is to stand fast in this-liberty when Christ has 
set him free and be not entangled again in the 
old bondage. This deliverance comes by the 
crogs of Christ. Faith in Him means not only 
putting away of my sins, but putting away of 
myself also. Iam crucified in Christ; never- 
theless I live, yet not I, but Christ liveth 
in me. 

‘Therefore, the Christian has died, not only 
to sin, but to the world; and therefore he is 
not of the. world, even as Christ is not 
of the world. Henceforth heis to walk asa 
stranger and apilgrim on the earth. This takes 
him outside of all political, and even religious 
alliances, wherein they areconnected with the 
world. He has no rights here to maintain, in- 
asmuch as he forfeited his citizenship in the 
church of Christ.’’ 

‘‘You believe he should neither sue nor de- 
fend himself if sued ?’’ 

‘Precisely that.’’ 

‘‘And do you believe in baptism ?”’ 

“Yes. I am often asked that question. I 
believe in the Christian ordinances, in bap- 
tism, the Lord’s Supper, Christians assembling 
themselves to worship; of preaching the gos- 
pel to the world until the Lord shall come and 
judge it and set up His kingdom in righteous- 
ness. 

“That gives a fair idea of my beliefs.” 

HE CAME SOUTH. 

‘After his graduation, Holderspent some 
time in and around New York, preaching to 
fallen women, in the cheap lodging houses and 
on Blackwell’s Island. The year following 
he, in company with an ex-English army 
officer, started for a tour of the south. 

“Wecame through ina wagon,” said Mr. 
Holder, “preaching everywhere. We had no 
trouble at all,and went as far as southern 
Florida. Then I came back by the way of, 
Augusta, and at Greensboro met with such 
succes: t’et T remained.” 

At reen oro, Mr. Holder remained some 
time. .. cre he married, and there he figured 
in some sensational scenes, which were told in 
THE CONSTITUTION at the time. 

‘"My teachings and preachings aroused great 
interest there,’’ said Mr. Holder, ‘‘and it 
was not all plain sailing with me by any 
means. My life was threathened and I was 
warned to leave.”’ 

Then he tells of several instances of people 
who had persecuted him, and how all had suf- 
fered in some way or other. 

IN ATLANTA. 

‘‘From Greensboro, I came to Atlanta,”’ 
said Mr. Holder. “I preached here, and in 
many of the towns of North Georgia, visiting 
the West Indies for five different winters.’’ 

‘Why the West Indies?’’ 

**T cau preach better in the open air there, 
and my success there has been phenomenal.” 

‘Is your preaching all out of doors, then?” 

“Oh, no; but many of the churches refuse 
us admission.”’ 

THE DARBYITES. 

“Tell me, Mr. Holder, do you belong to any 
sect, any organization ?” 

“Well, yes. I suppose you would call it that, 
though we don’t regard ourselves a sect. 
About sixty years ago the preaching of the 
truth, as we preach it, was begun in England. 
The believers are called by a name which they 
do not recognize—the Darybyites, or Plymouth 
Brethren. We desire to be known simply as " 
Brethren.’’ 

‘How large a body is it now?” ; 

‘‘As to that, we take the ground that God 
punished David for numbering Israel, and we ) 
never count our members. There are, how- 
ever, a good many in Europe, but not many in 

country.”

“But there is no antagonism—”’ 

“The greatest. antagonism. They hate me 
worse than they do the devil.” 

“And on your part?’ 

“Oh, there is none—except this, that show- 
ing error sometimes brings antagonism for 
those who maintain error.”

Mr. Holder was asked if the brethren have 
laity and clergy.

_ Farmersand Mortgages. , 

Just at.present There is a great deal of talk 
about the mortgage-burdened farmers of the 
country. 

When the matter is looked into it will be 
feand that the west is the section suffering 
from the mortgage blight. For many years 
the New England capitalists have felt so 
much confidence in the rapid development 
of the west that they have tempted the far- 
mers of that region to borrow their money 
on farm mortgages. Ohio has mortgaged 
her farms to the extent of $300,000,000, and 
the Ilinois farmers owe $402,000,000. Forty- 
seven per cent of Michigan, and from twenty 
to fifty per cent of the farm lands of the en- 
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tire northwest are under mortgage. 

No wonder the western farmers complain 
of hard times. They borrowed large sums 
of money, and they must pay their debts or 
lose their homes. Now, the majority of 
these farmers seitled on their lands without 
a dollar of their own. They raised funds by 
giving mortgages, and then built fine houses 
and big barns, and bought horses and car- 
riages, and lived as well as the fashionable 
people in our large cities. 

The day of reckoning had to come for 
these people, and they were not ready to foot 
the bill. Sothey complain of agricultural 
depression and hard times. 

Let us be reasonable. When a mechanic, 
a clerk or a small tradesman in a city bor- 
rows money, and then proceeds to live be- 
yond his means, he never fails to come to 
grief. Why should the western farmer ex- 
pect to be luckier and more prosperous than 
other workingmen? 

If the farmers in the northwest had 
worked as hard and lived as economically as 
our southern farmers for the past twenty-five 
years, they would not now be howling for 
repudiation, stay laws and all that sort of 
thing. They have only themselves to blame. 
They drew their profits fora generation in 
advance, spent the money, and now they are 
flat broke. 

Our southern farmers are following a more 
sensible line of policy. They have some dis- 
advantages to contend with, but they man- 
age to worry along without selling them- 
selves body and soul to the mortgage sharks, 
andtheir patient labor and economy, to- 
gether with their monopoly of the greatest 

“money crop on earth, are slowly but surely 
making them independent and prosperous. 

This view of the situation. will be found 
to agree with the facts of the case. 

A Novel Scheme. 

Judge Beckett, of Mississippi, has made 
some very original suggestions for the con- 
stitutional convention of his state to con- 
sider. 

The judge proposes to wipe out the race 
problem by organizing something like a dual 
government in Mississippi. He would give 
the negroes a minority representation of 

“their own color in the legislature, and three 
congressmen—all to be elected by the negroes 
of the state-at-large. ‘Then he wants negro 
judges and juries to try cases between ne- 
groes; negro commissioners for negro 
schools, and a complete set of negro officers 
to deal with negroes. He would make the 
political separation of the two races so com- 
plete that a negro and awhite man could 
not vote for each other. This, in brief, is 
an outline of the judge’s remarkable scheme.

called attention to our immense timber 
wealth and emphasized the necessity for tak- 
ing good care of it. - We took occasion then 
to express the opinion that the estimate 
made in 1880 was too small, and we print 
this morning a communication from a well 
informed gentleman, who makes the pine 
forest a little more than twice as large as 
the census made it.

That much long leaf pine is worth not less 
than $400,000,000. This vast resource we 
should husband with the greatest care, and 
it is not too soon for the state of Georgia to 
establish a forestry commission. ‘The com- 
ing census of the agricultura] department, 
with the forest survey provided for in the 
geological bill passed last fall, will be looked 
for with vital interest.

Mrs. Dr. Felton’s vigorous article from 
the Round Table, reproduced in another col- 
umn, will be read with interest.

They were men of 
brains and courage,. but under the plea of 
white supremacy the whites butchered them, 
dispossessed them and drove them into nar- 
row reservations in the far west. Then the 
yellow men—the countrymen of Confusius, 
representing a civilization a thousand years 
older than ours—were invited here, only to 
be driven out and excluded under penalties 
because of their alleged bad moral habits. 
The whites then proceeded to deal with the 
blacks, This race nowhere in history shows 
the courage and intellect of the Indian or 
the civilization of the Mongolian, but it was 
singled out for favor and promotion. It is 
even contended by the northern whites that 
the negroes, who almost to a man live in the 
south, shall be placed on a footing of social 
equality with the whites of that region. 

Well may Mrs. Felton ask: . ‘*Has the Af- 
rican~ superior aptitude for citizenship? 
Is his color superior to either red or yel- 
low!”’ 

Perhaps the whole truth is told when it is 
suggested that the negro was armed with 
the ballot, not as an act of justice, but sim- 
ply to punish the south. But the question 
will long puzzle the outside world: Why 
have the American whites persecuted the 
red and yellow races, and bestowed their 
favors upon the blacks? There would seem 
to be tremendous injustice somewhere.

THE SOUTHERN QUESTION. 


From the Nashville Round Table. 

When Hon. 8. P. Chase and Hon. Joshua Gid- 
dings led the abolition forces in congress, away 
back in the fifties, the southern question, in their 
opinion, was the crime of slavery. They told us 
there could be neither peace nor profit until 
slavery was abolished. They asked no more at 
thattime. Forty years later the southern problem 
is still the burning question of the hour, and the 
same party tells us now there can be no peace nor 
profit until the negro has all the political rights 
and privileges of the white race in the south. 

Ina late number of Harper’s Weekly the dis- 
tinguished editor affirmed there would be con- 
stant agitation in the country and perpetual 
strife in congress until the south allowed the 
negro a free ballot and an honest count. This 
acrid declaration has the appearance of a chal- 
lenge and a threat, and is often repeated. Upon 
this pivot our national destiny revolves. The 
negro must have liberty at the ballot-box, and his 
voice must control in the legislation of the coun- 
try. The politicians of forty years ago threw the 
country into a virulent fever, which only abated 
under vigorous blood-letting. The last uitimatum 
shows a cancerous sore on the body politic that 
may defy the skill of patriotism. 

The country has been thus afflicted for nearly 
half a century, but it should never be forgotten 
that the negro is no more responsible for his latter 
exaltation than he has for his previous condition 
of slavery. Those who seek to punish him for the 
@eeds of his present allies would do as much in- 
justice as to kill him because he was emancipated. 

e north holds the south to strict account tee the 
injustice of a few bail men, when the great ma- 
jority of southerners only seek to do good to 
their former slaves. Be it 
that all fair-minded, ople 
are perfectly willing fur any proper legislation to 
secure the colored race in their rights of protec- 
tion and property, but the difficulty lies around 
the ballot. The negro would have been still a 
savage in Africa if left to his individual efforts. 
He came here a slave, and it is fair to say he would 
never have reached emancipation without help, 
and it will not be denied that the ballot was not 
of his own seeking. Judging the future by the 
past, he would have been equally content without 
it. Unless it can be shown that he isa superior 
being to the Indian or ~ ay ee he should have 
been forever debarred, for reasons of public 
safety and the future Rood of the republic. Our 
ballot stands for the highest privilege known to 
the people of the United States. It carries with it 
the right to hold office, and to become a ruler of 
free people. When it is voluntarily relinquished to 
an inferior race, ignorant and de d by sigvery, 
and they are thus constituted free and e fai to 
white free-born men, whose ancestry won the soil 
by valor and self-sacrifice, the motive will bear 
consideration, and will be more reprehensible if 
granted in a fit of passion or partisan hate, be- 
cause it may be difficult to regain our former yan- 
tage-ground and recover our birthright of white 
supremacy. 

ince America was discovered we have had 
dealings with three different races of people, 
namely, the Indian, the mongolian, and the 
can.

The poor wretches 
came to us, and our preachers went to them, as a 
result of this American invitation and divine 
command. 

Did we call him “man and brother” while he 
delved in the fields, planted vineyards, and made 
the Pacific slope the richest gold-bearing section 
on the globe? Let the records of congress tell the 
story of their expulsion and maltreatment. Ifany 
survive and reach their native land, what a story 
will they tell of Christian civilization in America} 
Precious souls in China—worthless villains 1 
America! There will come a day of reckoning for 
that abrogated treaty,- with all it stands forin 
cruelty. God grant that evil may not fall on our 
missionaries in China! 

We had but one plea in dealing with the Mongo- 
lian, namely, the danger from his filthy habits of 
mind and body. Miscegenation with coolie blood 
would blight our race and destroy our birthright. 
With a thousand blacks for every Chinaman in 
our borders, the north and west underwent a spasm 
of virtue, so-called, because of danger from mixed 
blood and mongrel races in California, while ten 
sovereign states in the south are threatened with 
perpetual conflict and fatal disunion if we do not 
allow the blacks a seat in railroad cars, opera 
houses and hotels—and a joyful welcome at the 
ballot box, where our rulers are to he chosen. Has 
the argument rested in dealings with the necro? 
Has the African superior aptitude for citizenship? 
Is he nearer tous by taste and cu ture? Is h's 
color superior to either red or yellow? In the 
name o! all that is true and honest, why did they 
make sugar of one and salt of the others? 

When Mr. Curtis holds his rod overthe south, 
suffering as it is, with the constant terror of = 
and race troubles, is it not pertinent to ask the 
reason why? 

It has been argued by abolitionist statesmen 
that, having given the slaves their freedom, the 
ballot was necessary to preserve it. That would 
hold good with any white-skinned tribe or nation 
on the globe; but it does not stand asa reply 
when it was vigorously withheld by the same peo- 
ple from both red and yellow men. This threat 
under which we live commands us, in weakness 
and defeat, to cry out, “Yes, the negro is bone of 
our bone, flesh of our flesh, in allthat relates to 
civil government.” Granting so much, he will 
claim more, aye, does claim more. There is 
perpetual friction with public schools, 
an about hotels and “railroads. Who 
can foretell the end? Nor will the 
north escape. African ambition reached the sen- 
ate of the United States more than ten years ago, 
Fred Douglass goes abroad as our representative 
at foreign courts. Whoisableto say how long 
before he or some other of his race will occupy the 
seat of President Harrison himself? What hin- 
ders now, save social prejudice and the natural re- 
coil in every sensible white man’s heart against 
black supremacy? ‘The way is open—the negro is 
known to be active in politics. 

There are inthe human mind certain instincts 
and propensities thit are naturai and omnipoe 
tent. One of these isthe white man’s love for 
his own color. We demand pure, clean blood for 
ourselves and our children. Sectional hate or 
partisan malice may seek to injure, by condemning 
others to gontamination with mixed blood, but 
nature spurns the fate for itself. There is the 
same natural recoil in governmental relations. Our 
present condition is permitted by one 
section for political paapoess, if for no more sin- 
_ ister motive, and endured by . the other as a result 

of defeat; but there is the inevitable recoil in both 
localities; nor will it weaken or abate until our 
white civilization is absorbed into a mongrel race. 
It is a critical period in our history; will patriot- 
ism be equal to the necessity? If the experiment 
fails can the time be redeemed? 

It is not denied that the inferior race is vastly 
benefited, but what of the other? The black man 
gains infinite strength as he climbs into a higher 
condition on white men’s shoulders who stooped’ 
to conquer. Compare his progress in the last 
twenty-five years with his condition in his native 
Africa today. He is a parasite on our civilization. 
God forbid that humanity should deny to the 
black man any legitimate helps to education or re- 
ligion; but it is not required or expected that 
self-sacrifice should be thus demanded 
of the white people of this country. 
No other nation was ever 80 accommo- 
dating. When the Savior of the world 
made his adventin poverty and humiliation, he 
exacted — one requirement of his human par- 
ents—namely, clean, pure, unmixed blood. Ever 
birth in theline of succession was duly registered. 
Nothing else would answer; nothing else could 
Satisfy the demand. “Jesus, the Son of Mary,” is 
the watchword of a host of his followers, from 
Rome to the isles of the sea. Mary’s lineage was 
zealously and jealously guarded; it was the sine 
qua non when divinity stooped to earth. Not a 
trait of Canaanigsh or Moabitish blood must 
attach to his maternity, and with this fact im- 
pressed upon our religion who will dare say 
it is not the requirement of our civilization? 

The difficuities of our present national condition 
all lie about this undue and unnatura! prominence 
of inferiority. The negro had no claim upon us 
for the bestowal of this synonym of white suprem- 
acy. History will record the facts, and when it is

Mr. Murphey was explaining the position of 
his club last night. 
‘We will go into the conference.on condi- 
tion we are given ‘equal representation.’

[ suppose our club would consider itself bound 
by the decision of the conference if we went 
intoit. I would. Now there are five men 
from the Good Templars and five from the 
87 Prohibition club, representing the element 
opposed to the election. We want an equal 
number in favor of an election. 

“If they won’t give us ten members to bal- 
ance their ten, we won’t go intoit. Togoin 
there with five representatives would be play- 
ing against stacked cards—it would be a fore- 
gone conclusion that they would decide against 
the election. Weare not going to be caught 
In any such trap as that, 

“That’s our decision—if they will let us se- 
lect as many in favor of an election as they 
have against it, we will confer. I think we 
can persuade some of them that we are right. 
If they can persuade us that we are wrong, all 
right. But we won't go into conference with 
those ten men unless we are given an equal 
number. 

“If they agree to our terms we will confer, 
and consider ourselves bound by the decision, 
in case any decision is reached.

‘“‘How were the colored men selected ?”’

We had requested them to confer 
aimongst themselves, and select five repre- 
sentative men. We took the list as they gave 
it to us.”’ 

“How was the demand made to you for 
negro representation ?”’ 

“Oh, they have prohibition organizations of 
their own, and their leading men are together 
on that question. They are entitled to repre- 
sentation, and ought to have it.’’ 

“Do you expect anything to come of the 
conference ?’’ 

‘I don’t know aboutthat. We came very 
near not going into the conference at all, 
inainly because it was Thrower’s plan, and 
we have no contidence in him. There was 
some talk about the passing of resolutions to 
that effect, but we finally concluded to go in 
on the terms I have stated—and on no other.” 

“Have you made any arrangements for car- 
rying on the campaign ?”’ 

*We have that!” 

“Then you don’t expect anything of the 
conference.”’

‘‘“Just in time to bring on the election about 
the iniddle of June.

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: I attended the meeting 
of the 1890 club, called to consider the propriety of 
petitioning for an election under the local option 
law, and, as correctly reported in your paper, I re- 
fused to vote. I did this because I thought that 
an election should not be precipitated without a 
conference between thethe prohibitionists, and an 
argument as to whether we should hold an election 
at all under thislaw, at present, or whether we 
should run on the platform of bar-rooms or no bar- 
rooms. Iam decidedly of the opinion that it 
would be unwise to bring on an election without 
such an argument. 

I think that bar-rooms or no bar-rooms should 
be the issue, pure and simple, and that at the 


proper time, and in the proper 
way, the out-and-out prohibitionists and the 
very large class of ‘“‘conservatives’’ can be 


united on this platform. 

If any legislation is necessary before such a 
campaign 18 inangurated, it should first be had, 
and in the meantime the new registration law 
can be fully tested; and if it gives protection 
against fraudulent voting we can wage the war 
with every assurance of success. These are the 
considerations which restrained me from voting 
when the question of calling an election was 
under consideration ; and I make this explanation, 
not because it is a matter of any great public in- 
terest as to how I voted, or whether 1 voted at all, 
but to express my approval of a conference, as 
propose by the Georgia lodge of Good Templars, 
so that’each may make the fight judiciously, 
unitedly and victoriously. 

I may be classed among the conservatives, but 
not asa bar-room conservative. Iam opposed to 
bar-rooms, always have been, and always expect 
to be; and nothing but a firm conviction of the 
correctness of the views herein expressed, could 
have induced meto keep my seat when almost 
every one rose up to vote for the calling of an 
election. 

But I econfess that while convinced of the cor- 
rectness of my course, [ felt som¢thing like Sam 
Jones’s man who kept his seat when the preacher 
called on all who wanted to go to heaven to stand 
up, and then ail that wanted to go to hell to keep 
their seats. STAINBACK WILSON.

Rev. J. D. Allen Is Sent to Jail Again for 
Larceny After Trust.

THE GENERAL COUNCIL TO MEET 


THIS AFTERNOON. 


The Finance Committee Causes a Call for the 
Meeting—The Waterworks and Sewer 
Bond Election. 

\ 


The general council will convene in special 
session this afternoon at 5 o’clock. 

It is the old state house purchase. 

When the general council, by ogdinance, de- 
cided to purchase the 61d capito) for a city— 
provided the property owners voted that way— 
the finance committee was instructed to confer 
with Mr. Joel Hurt, Mr. James Collins and 
Major M. C. Kiser. 

At that time Hon. Hugh Inman, chairman 
of the finance committee, was in Florida. 

Mr. Inman came home last week and quickly 
became an ardent opponent to the purchase. 
He and Mayor Glenn, who favored the pur- 
chase, had several conferences about the mat- 
ter, and upon one occasion Mr. Joel Hurt was 
present. Between Mr. Inman and Mr. Hurt 
an animated discussion as to the interest upon 
the $62,500 and the taxes upon the building en- 
sued. 

“If the city pays this $62,500 to the state 
and the vote is against the purchase,’’ said 
Mr. Inman, ‘‘you will pay us the interest when 
you pay us back the money, won’t you?” 

‘Certainly not,’’ answered Mr. Hurt. 

**But you should,’’ said Mr. Inman, “if you 
all were to pay the money to the state now, 
you'd lose it for that time. But how about 
the taxes?”’ 

“What do you mean,” asked Mr. Hurt. 

“This. The election doesn’t take place 
until April 23d. On the first the property 
must have an owner. Nowif we buy it, all 
right, butif we don’t, you all will pay the 
taxes.”’ 

“Oh, no!’’ said Mr. Hurt, ‘the title will be 
in the city on the first, and we can’t pay the 
taxes.’’ 

This did not please Mr. Inman and he de- 
cided to call the finance committee together. 
This he did and Mr, Inman, Mr. Haas, Mr. 
Woodward, Mr. Kontz and Mr. McBride were 
present. Mr. Inman explained the situgtion 
and then a resolution was presented autkor- 
izing the mayor and the chairman of the com- 
mittee tu call upon the present owners of the 
property and formally ask them whether or 
not they would pay the taxes on the property 
if the city declined by vote to make the pur- 
chase. 

Soon after the meeting adjourned Mr. In- 
man and Mr. Hurt came together in Mr. In- 
man’s Oftice. 

Mr. Inman showed Mr. Hurt that the taxes 
willbe tothe city about $1,800, and to the 
county and state about $900. 

Mr. Hurt again declined to pay the city 
taxes. 

Mr. Inman repeated his argument in favor 
of the taxes being paid by the gentlemen who 
now own the buildmg if the city should vote 
against it, and said that he did not feel dis- 
posed to advance to the state the $62,500 un- 
less he knew the city would get the taxes on 
the property. 

The conference was not satisfactory, and 
when Mr. Inman reported the result to Mayor 
Glenn, he suggested that the general council 
be ealled, and that the situation be explained 
to them. 

The mayor then issued the call, and this af- 
ternoon the council will hear froin Mr. Inman, 
and decide whether the taxesshould be lost or 
not. 


The Bond Election. 

The waterworks bonds and sewer bonds have 
been lost sightof because of the old Statehouse 
agitation. 

Nevertheless the bonds will be voted on. 

The election will take place next month— 
the twenty-third—and itis more than likely 
the vote will be aheavy one. The registra- 
tion books will open this week, and then the 
real interestin the question wiil be shown. 
The opinion is almost universal that the water- 
works bonds will be ordered by an over- 
whelming majority. The sewer bonds, too, 
are growing in favor every day, and the mem- 
bers of the board of health are working zeal- 
ously to make the issue assured. 

The Board of Education, 

The board of education will convene in reg- 
ular session tomorrow. The monthly reports 
of the superintendent and of the various offi- 
cers and committees will be submitted. The 
board will meet at four o’clock in the after- 
noon in their parlors in the Girl’s High schoo 
building.

ABOUT CLOVES 
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OUR TIMBER WEALTH. 


A CORRESPONDENT ESTIMATES IT 
AT $400,000 000 IN GEORGIA. 


The Cénsus Estimate Did Not Half Cover 
the Pine Forest—Extent of the Lumber 
and Naval Stores Industries. 


About two months ago Tue CoNnsTITUTION 
called attention in an editorial to the immense 
value of the pine forests of Georgia, and ex- 
préssed the opinion that the census estimate of 
16,000,000,000 feet standing was considerably 
short of the truth.. Recent information con- 
firms that opinion, and it now seenis probable 
that _ 40,000,000,000 feet was nearer 
the truth. This means that, at the 
low estimate of $10 a thousand, the 
pine forests of Georga are worth $400,000,000, 
or more than’ the taxable value of all the 
property, real and personal, in the state. 

The information comes through a letter 
from Mr. C. B. Townsend, of Thomasville, 
long time secretary and treasurer of the N aval 
Stores Manufacturers’ Protective association. 
Besides the extent of the forest he gives an 
estimate ofthe acreage annually worked over 
by the turpentine stills, followed by the saw 
ois estimate that the eight million 
acres of pine will be cut away in twenty 
years does not agree with his estimate of the 
annual cut of 225,000 acres. That would bea 
matter of thirty-six years; but it would be 
safe to make a large allowance for forest fires, 
wherever the turpentine farms have sapped 
the trees. Doubtless thirty years at the 

resent rate would clear the pine belt. 

n that lime the lumber men claim a new crop 
will grow to the size of saw logs, but those 
logs will not equal the trees now being de- 
stroyed. Mr. Townsend’s communication is 
given below. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga:, March 22.—I read with 
interest your timely editorial in yesterday’s 
issue, entitled ‘‘Our Southern Pine.” 

In this connection I will remark that in 
1886 and 1887 I had the honor to be secretary 
and treasurer of the ‘‘Naval Stores Manufac- 
turers’ Protective association,’ of which Hon. 
Lem Johnson, of Waycross, was president, 
and Mr. A. P. Brantley, of Blackshear, vice- 
president.- As TH ConsTITUTION took con- 
siderable interest in the vigorous workings of 
said association, and as you made numerous 
and favorable mention of its objects and pro- 
ceedings, you will readily remember the organ- 
ization. 

The Box-Cutting Law. 

Among other things accomplished by the 
manufacturers’ association was the passage of 
a bill in the legislature in 1887, defining and 
limiting the legal time for cutting turpentine 
boxesin Georgia to a period of three and a half 
months, viz.: From November 15 to March 1. 
The constitutionality of the act isseriously 
doubted by many, but it has been generally 
and scrupulously observed by the 
naval store’s operators, and it has 
resulted in great good. Not only has it limit- 
ed the amount of turpentine that would other- 
wise have been produced—and thus brought 
about higher prices—but it has also effectually 
stopped the cutting of trees “out of season,”’ 
and thus preserved the life of many thousands 
of pine trees in every county. There is now 
little or no complaint in the Georgia pine belt 
of “‘dead” timber, which, previously, had be- 
come alarmingly common. This wagg directly 
caused by boxing the trees too early in the fall 
—while the “‘sap’’ was running down, or too 
late in the spring—after the sap had com- 
menced to rise. 

So much for the box-cutting law, which was 
drawn by Colonel John E. Donalson, of Bain- 
bridge, a prominent member of the protective 
association, and introduced in the house by 
Hon. J. D. Harrell, of Decatur, and ably 
taken care of by him and Senator J. L. Hand, 
also a leading member of the association. 

Interesting Statistics. 


While secretary of the Naval Stores associa- 
tion | compiled many statistics of various 
kinds relating to the turpentine business. 
Among other things I ascertained that there 
are forty-five counties in Georgia pro- 
ducing naval stores, and, consequently, yellow 
pine lumber. The two industries, be it re- 
membered, go together, because the same 
species of pine which produces the one is 
adapted to the other. 

Now, these forty-five 
Georgia, comprising the yellow pine 
belt, as aforesaid, contain 28,670 
square miles, leaving ninety-two counties with 
an area of 30,310 square miles as that portion 
ef the topography of our state which is out- 
side of the | pine belt, and therefore un- 
available for the production of lumber and 
naval stores. 

The acreage of the forty-five yellow pine 
counties is put down in round numbers at 
18,348,800. How much of this immense tract 
is covered by Swamps and water courses, farms 
and villages, towns and cities, itis impossible 
tosay. Butit may interest your readers to 
know that the seven largest counties in the 
list of forty-five, viz: Decatur, Tattnall, 
Appling, Charlton, Emanuel,Coffee and Clinch, 
are also, the seven largest counties in the 
state, and they cover an area of 7,320 square 
miles,. which is just about one-fourth of 
the entire pine belt, and as_ the 
above counties are estimated to have a popu- 
lation of 73,439, or an average of only about 
ten persons to the square miles, it follows 
of course, that by farthe greater portion of 
their area is covered with forest of pine. 
A conservative estimate of the remaining 
timber available for saw mill and turpintine 
operations in Georgia would be about 8,000,- 
000 acres. <A goodly portion of this, however, 
is already ‘‘boxed,’’ and ‘‘worked out’”’ by the 
turpentine men. 

A Guestion of Time. 


There are about 300 turpintine distilleries 
{n this state, and their product represents about 
two-thirds of the total naval stores crop. As- 
suming that the average annual 
ontput of each of these. stills amounts 
to 600 barrels of turpentine, it is fair to 
put down the average acreage of pines worked 
—to produce such results—at 3,200 to each still. 
A rough estimate of the number of acres of 
timber boxed annually would be about 400,000. 

How much of our Georgia pine forests the 
saw mills annually cut upthe writer is not 
prepared to say, but it amounts to thousands 
upon thousands of acres. It is said that one of 
these big mills consume the logs from fifteen 
acres each working day. If this calculation is 
correct, each big mill in Georgia will annually 
sab gg the trees from about 4,500 acres of pine 

and. 

Now there are fully fifty acresof these 
mammoth saw-mills in the state, besides a 
host of smaller ones, and all ranning on full 
time. Owing to the ae ta condition of 
the turpentine and lumber industries, it is 
hardly probable that there will be any ‘‘let-up’’ 
for several years to come. There does not 
seem to be any — scarcity of timber any- 
where in the “‘belt’’ as yet, but itisan inter- 
esting problem how long these magnificent 
tracts of peerless pine will last. Inthe hum- 
ble judgment of the writer, this article reduces 
the problem toa question of geography, viz: 
location and extent of the pine belt; and 
mathematics, viz: the number of stills and 
saw mills at work, and the size of their opera- 
tions, and the length of time they may con- 
tinue the same. 

The end will be sure to come some day—the 
writer predicts inside of twenty years. Then, 
what will we have to fall back upon!

The Old South Makes:the New South, 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: The speeches made 
at the recent banquet of the Southern society, in 
New York, which will most imterest the reader, 
are those of John C. Calhoun, the president, and 
John Temple Graves, the orator of the occasion. 

The speech of Mr. Calhoun considering his of- 
ficial position, commends it as a model of good 
sense, good taste,and good rhetoric. So much 
praise has been bestowed upon the effort of Mr. 
Graves, as to make further compliment snperflu- 
ous. The namejof Mr. Calhoun might suggest his 
relationship to the great Carolinian of the same 
name; and indeed it is generally known that he is 
one of his grandsons, but it is not so well 
known, that Mr. Gravesis the great grandson of 
his Brother William. 

The distinction these two gentlemen have won, 
together with each other of the same lineage, sug- 
gests that the descendants of the stateman and or- 
ators of the old south will sustain and maintain 
the reputation of their ancestors.

_industries became not only less remunerative, but 


even hazardous. Then the planter had money to 
lend tothe merchant. Now the merchant lends 
to the planter. Then country life was more en- 
jevable than city life. Now the cities are pre- 
ferred to the country. Then there were few mort- 


“gages on country land. Now there are many. In- 


deed, judging from the number of mortgages on 
farm lands—not only in the south, but nearly 
everywhere in the United States—agriculture, 
that was once the most remuncrating of all indus- 
tries, is now the least. A political, financial and 
economic system which puts pte at this 
disadvantage must be wrong, for agriculture is 
the foundation of all wealth, and without which 
there can be no prosperity. 

Southerners seeing this, have given their atten- 
tion to the development of the mineral 
resources of the south, main] those 
of coal and iron; to the _ establishment 
of foundries and factories, and to the construc- 
tion of railroads. In these they have made rapid 
progress, and it will not be long until the same 
energy and enterprise which made the wealth of 
the old south will make the wealth of the new. 
It is to be hoped, also, that the profits of agricult- 
ure will so increase that, under the new system, it 
may become as rémunerative as under the old. 
When this is so, added to the other inerease of 
wealth, the south will again be not only prosper- 
ous but powerful; and it will be the sons and 
grandsons, and more remote descendants of the 
grand men of the old south, who will be entitled 
to the credit. As southerners in the past have 
distinguis hed themselves as statesmen, as.orators, 
as soldiers and as planters, so will they in the 
future distinguish themselves in restoring the 
south to her old position of wealth, power and 
honor.

Zocket at 10 o’clock in the morning of court 
day. Assoon as he was through it has been 
gustomary for the lawvers to adjourn to Judge 
King’s courtroom. Judge King has always 

ned the calling of his docket until after 
that of Judge Owwens’s was finished, and the 
attorneys had reached his office. 

But while this plan has worked smoothly for 
ggood while, it has not been altogether satis- 
factorily, especially to Justice King, the call- 
Ing of the docket in whose court it has delayed 
gather inconveniently. 

Last month a consultation was held between 
the two justices, and an agreement made that 
Justice Owens was to begin the call of his 
focket at 9:50, A half hour earlier than here- 
gofore, and that Justice King should begin the 
gall of his at 10550. 

It was imporfant that the calling of the 
Pockets’ should not contlict, so that lawyers 
who might have cases in both could attend on 
both. 

Juge Owens’s side of the story is, that when 
he mentioned the contemplated change in the 
hours tothe attorneys, they advised him to 
gtick to the organized time, at least until 
gixty days notice had been served. 

He decided that he would do so, as he says, 
to please the lawyers, at any _ rate, 
the parties whose convenience should be con- 
suited first in such a matter, as they brought 

» the cases and were entitled to that considera- 
" tion. 

Judge King had also notified the attorneys 
who were interested in his docket that he 
would begin the call at half past ten. 

After deciding to not make any change in 
his hour of calling, Judge Owens says he noti- 
fied Judge King of his reconsideration, and 
that the latter declined to make a similar re- 
consideration, but on the contrary said he 
would call his docket at ten o’clock whether 
the lawvers were there or not. 

Yesterday was court day in the district over 
which the two justices preside. 

At 10 o’clock Judge Pat H. Owens opened 
his docket in his new office, the first official 
act he performed there, and, at the samme time, 
Judge King began calling his docket in his 
Office, three blocks away. 

There was a sprinkling of lawyers in each 
courtroom, but just whether any who were at 
one place missed anything by not being present 
atthe call in the other, has not yet devel- 
oped. The attorneys are disposed to take 
sides with Justice Owens, because he was 
guided by their advice and wishes, and say 
that they will endeavor to settle any compli- 
cation that may arise out of it among them. 
Belves. 

An attorney representing a defendant before 
Judge King;for instance, and being present 
in Justice Owens’s court when the docket was 
called, laid his client open to judgment. So 
it is easy to see what complications might re- 
sult from conflicting calls of the docket. 

Judge Gadsden King was asked about the 
matter. He gave the facts of the case sub- 
stantially as above. 

‘‘T had arranged to call my docket earlier, to 
accommodate the lawyers,’’ said he. “I gave 
them notice of this, and if any were not pres- 
ent it is not my fault.’’ 

Judge Owens says it is probable that he will 
change his court day, as is allowed by a recent 
law, rather than cause any further inconveni- 
ence.

Will Meet Together Once More—An Official 
Circular About the Memorial Day 
Celebration. 

Fearing that the observance of Memorial 
Day in localities at a distance from Atlanta 
may in some measure interfere with the great 
reunion in Atlanta, the committee in charge 
of the arrangements have issued the following 


| circular: 


The committee in charge of the re-union of 
confederate veterans in Atlanta on Memorial Day, 
Saturday, April 26th, most earnestly suggest to 
the various memorial associations throughout the 
state to consider the propriety of postponing their 
celebrations of Memorial Day to the next Monday 
or some other day, in order that all old confeder- 
ates and local military companies who desire to 
come to Atlanta can doso. Were the occasion in 
Atlanta on the 25th and 26th of next April an 
ordinary one—were it anything else than it pro- 
posed to be, the committee would not even presume 
to make this suggestion. But it will likely never 
occur again, This isa quarter of a century since 
the war was ended, and when another twenty-five 
years shall have passed there will be but few left 
of those who hope to be here on this occasion. 
Those who have shared the hardships of the 
march and the camps, the dangers of the battle- 
field, and the suffering of prison and hospital life, 
long to meet each other, and once more to look 
upon the faces so endeared to each by the memory 
of those scenes. 

Let them come, and let them bring their wives 
and children that they may look on the faces of the 
commanders who led these men amid the storm 
and fire of battle. And when these old soldiers 
are beneath the “sod’’ and these young people 
have grown to be men and women, they will tell of 
the Memorial Day in Atlanta in 1890.

BUSINESS WHICH WAS TRANSACTED 
IN THE STATE OFFICES. 


Two Pardons and Two Men Made Happy— 
The Story of Mr. Dodd —-Military Mat- 


ters and Other News. 


Governor Gordon made two men happy 
yesterday by securing their discharge from 
imprisonment. There was a good deal of bus. 
ness transacted at the capitol during the day. 

Mr. Dodd Did Right. 

In compliance with the request of the judge 
of the circuit court of Gwinnett county, of 
the grand jury for March, 1890, and of many 
Governor 
Gordon yesterday pardoned George W, Dodd 
out of the Gwinnett county chaingang. 


Dodd was convicted in March, 1888, of as-. 


salt and battery. Since that time a hearing 
for a new trial has been had and he has just 
been sentenced to serve twelve months or pay 
a fine of $50. 

Although the evidence was such as to leave 
no doubt that Dodd was guilty of an aggri- 
vated assault,he did|so under great provocation, 
and many of the people of the county uphold 
him in what he did. The assault was commit- 
ted ona man named White, who was under 
great obligations to Dodd. After befriending, 
sheltering and feeding the man, Dodd found 
that he had helped his young daughter to clope 
and marry a worthless young fellow. 

Within a few hours of the marriage, Dodd, 
whois old andinfirm, met White and gave 
him a thoroughly good beating. 

The petition, besides stating these facts, 
showed that Dodd was too poor to pay the fine. 
The governor ordered his immediate dis- 
charge. 

A Reward Offered. 

Governor Gordon received a letter yesterday 
morning from F. M. Usry, of McDuthe county, 
requesting that a reward be offered for the ap- 
prehension of the incendiaries who set fire. to 
his ginhouse-on the night of December 24, 
1888. Mr. Usry stated that he was willing toadd 
another hundred to thesum offered by the state 
and he had delayed his application hecause he 
had been privately working up the case and 
he had entertained hopes that the guilty 
parties might be captured without expense to 
himself or the state. The governor offered 
$250 reward for the arrest and conviction of 
the ineendiaris, which will make $350. 

A Cobb County Pardon. 

Governor Gordon yesterday granted a pardon 
to, and ordered the discharge from the Cobb 
county chaingang of J. E. Medely. 

The prisoner was convicted, at the November 
term of the superior court of Cobb county, of 
selling whisky in violation of the local option 
law and was sentenced to twelve months in 
the chaingang. It was shown, however, that 
the crime consisted in selling fifteen cents 
worth of the liquor from his pocket-flask. As 
Medely has already served six months, and as 
the judge who sentenced him joined in the 
petition for executive clemency, Governor 
Gordon granted the pardon and ordered his 
immediate discharge. 

Military Matters. 

Adjutant General Kell received yesterday 
morning the resignation of W. W. Rodgers, 
first lieutenant of company C, Third Batallion 
Georgia Volunteers, at Savannah. The adju- 
tant also forwarded by mail a commission to 
Lieutenant Ed L. White, commanding the 
Seventh Batallion Georgia Volunteers, at Al- 
bany. The same mail carried to W. E.Wootten 
his commission as eaptain of the Albany 
Guards. 

Will Go to Albany. 

Governor Gordon yesterday accepted an in- 
vitation to be present with his staff at the 
opening of the Albany Chautauqua on Thurs- 
day of next week.
